2. The present application fulfils the requirements of Article 33(1), 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. 
Claim 1: 

Document Dl, which is regarded as the closest prior art discloses (see column 3, line 24 
to line 25 and Fig. 1) a drive roller for a textile machine producing cross- wound bobbins 
and, apart from the features of the preamble, also discloses the feature of the 
characterising part with regard to the thin-walled metal tube. However, Dl does not 
disclose that the metal tube is profiled by high-pressure internal forming. 

No indication of this special production method, which leads to a very smooth surface 
with profiling of the metal tube and is easy and economical, is provided either from Dl or 
D2 or D3. 

In the present case, the information about the high-pressure internal forming production 
process leads directly to the resulting product with the smooth, profiled surface. D4 
indeed discloses the production method per se but not in conjunction with the profiling of 
metal tubes for the use of the drive roller in textile machines. 
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Proceeding from Dl and D2 or D3, the person skilled in the art would not use the 
production method of D4 either with the object set of a drive roller with a good service 
life, high entraining force and thread-smooth profiling, as this is indeed provided for 
different use purposes, but not for friction cylinders and certainly not for drive rollers 
profiled in this manner for cross-winding rollers in the textile sector. 

As a result, the subject of claim 1 should meet the requirements of Article 33(2) and 
33(3) PCT. 

Claims 2 to 9: 

The dependent claims 2 to 9 merely relate to special configurations of the invention, 
which also meet the above-mentioned criteria on the basis of the above-mentioned 
independent claim 1 . 

3. As the invention is technically producible and applicable, the conditions of Article 33(4) 
PCT are also met.
